Two teenagers from Nablus 
died of wounds sustained earlier 
this week in clashes with troops, 
sparking riots last night in defi- 
ance of a curfew in the cily, bus- 
pital and Patestinian sources 
said. 

It was the fourth consecutive 
day of unrest in the city, where 
residents of must neighbourhoods 
have been confined to their 
homes since Tuesday morning. 

Elsewhere in the West Bank, 
troops demolished two homes and 
sealed five others. The houses be- 
longed to Palestinians arrested on 
suspicion of involvement in petrat 
bomb and arson attacks on Israe- 
li vehicles. 

Amjad Hawaja, 17, who was 
shot in the chest and critically 
wounded in Nablus on Sunday 
night, died at Makassed Hospital 
in East Jerusalem. Samir a- 
Sayeh, 16, who was shot io the 
stomach Monday night, died at 
the Ittihad Nisa‘i Hospital in 
Nablus. 

When news of u-Sayeh‘s death 
reached his neighbourhood of Ja- 
bal Shimali, demonstrators set up 
stone roadblocks and clashed 
with troops, and a 25-year-old 
man was shot and seriously 
wounded, the Nablus sources 
said. They added that demonstra- 
tors in other neighbourhoods 
stood near homes and chanted 
slogans, but there were no 
clashes. 

Military sources confirmed 
that a man had been wounded, 
but said circumstances of the in- 
jury were being investigated. 

Earlier in the day, troops used 
a helicopter to drop tear-gas on 
rioters in the Iraq a-Tayeh sec- 
tion of Nablus, which is not under 
curfew, the local sources said. 
Five youths were arrested, and at 
least one was beaten, according 
to the sources. 

Troops demolished a home in 
the village of Janiya near Ramal- 


lah, destroyed a second house 


and sealed a third in neighbour- 
ing Ras Karkar late Tuesday 
night. Military sources saia the 
bomes belonged to men suspected 
of hurting a petrol bomb at an 
army jeep in Janya on June 8, 
when two officers suffered burns. 
The suspects, who include three 
brothers from Ras Karkar, are 
also believed to have been in- 
volved in petrol bomb attacks on 
IDF patrols near the village. 

To meet the petro! bomb 
threat, troops riding.patrol jeeps 
in the West Bank now wear 
flame-retardant overalis, and the 
roofs of the vehicles are alumi- 
num, instead of canvas. 

At the village of a-Til near 
Ramallah, troops sealed three 
homes belonging to arrested 
on suspicion of burning an Israeli 
bus in the village several weeks 
ago. The men are suspected of 
smashing the bus’s windows with 
rocks, forcing the driver off and 
Setting ‘the vehicle on fire with a 
jerrycan of petrol. - 

Clashes between soldiers and 
demonstrating students were re- 
ported in Tulkarm and Kalkilya, 
where pupils have protested re- 
peatedly this week against the 
closures of local schools. The 
schools were shut in response to 
unrest. 

Curfews remained in force on 
Anabta, as well as on Beit Sahur 
and the Aida camp in Bethlehem, 
where they have been in effect for 
a week. A night curfew was in 
force in Kalkilya, to prevent 
stone-throwing at Israeli 
vehicles. 

Responding to reports of an al- 

attack by settlers on resi- 
dents of Ein Arik near Ramallah, 
military sources said that accord- 
ing to IDF reports a group of 
soldiers travelling in 2 vehicle 
was stoned by youths in the vil- 
lage. Reinforcements were called 
in and troops dispersed the assail- 
ants.

Peres: The PLO has disowned its own ‘peace camp’

The much-vaunted “peace” offer 
by the PLO’s Bassam Abu Sharif 
has been attacked by the organiza- 
tion’s official radio station, and se- 
nior PLO officials have termed his 
group nothing more than a “‘seces- 
sionist minority,” Foreign Minister 
Shimon Peres reminded the Knesset 
yesterday. 

Aoswering a motion of no-confi- 
dence in the government.moved by 


Tewfik Toubi (Democratic Front 
for Peace and Equality) and Mo- 
hammed Miari (Progressive List for 
Peace), who argued for accepting 
the hand Abu Sharif had extended, 
Peres stressed the point that the arti- 
cle in which the offer was made had 
not changed the PLO’s Covenant. 

“Why are you raking up some- 
thing that’s 20 years old?” Toubi 
asked. 

“[ dido't know you were the 
PLO’s spokesman here.” Peres 


snapped back. 

“Fm an elected parliamentarian, 
and I’m concerned about the people 
of Israel!” Toubi retorted. 

But to no avail. Peres insisted that 
while Abu Sharif had departed fram 
certain priaciples of the Covenant. 
that document remained the binding 
one and not Abu Sharif's article. 
Further. Abu Sharif had not gone 
back on the cornerstones of the 
Covenant — he expressed no reserva- 
tions about its intent to wipe out the 


state of Israel; he did not condemn 
terror and violence; and be did not 
recognize the Israel-Egypt peace 
treaty. 

Abu Sharif said he was prepared 
ta accept LIN Security Counci] Res- 
oluiions 242 and 338, which io any 
case made more demands on Israel 
than on the Arabs, Peres pointed 
out. Moreover, Abu Sharif accepts 
not only those two resolutions but 
all other UN resolutions pertaining

U.S. denies policy shift on Palestinian issue

WASHINGTON - The Reagan ad- 
ministration, while acknowledging ἃ 
subtle shift in recent weeks in its 
statements on the Palestinian ques- 
tion, yesterday maintained that 
there has been no major departure 

in overall U.S. policy. 

Senior administration officials 
said that President Reagan's state- 
ment on Tuesday recognizing ‘the 
legitimate political aspirations of the 
Palestinians” was merely a reformu- 


lation of Secretary of State George 
Shultz’s own statements in recent 
weeks. 

Israeli officials said that the latest 
U.S. statements do indeed repre- 
sent a change from the language of 
the 1978 Camp David accords. But 
they noted that it was unclear 
whether the latest statements por- 
tended any significant shift in U.S. 
policy. 

Reagan, during farewell remarks 
on Tuesday for Kuwaiti Prime Min- 
ister Saad a-Sabah, said: “In our 


discussions today, we also reaf- 
firmed the urgent need for ἃ just and 
lasting resolution of the Palestinian 
problem. The United States will 
continue to work actively in the pur- 
suit of a comprehensive peace that 
would realize the legitimate political 
aspirations of Palestinians while 
safeguarding the legitimate security 
concerns of Israel. 

This marked the first time that 
Reagan had used the word “politi- 
cal” in describing legitimate Pales- 
tinian aspirations or rights. 


The 1978 Camp David Accord 
cited “the legitimate rights” of the 
Pulestinians “and their just require- 
ments.” Reagan, in his 1982 peace 
plan, restated this formula. 

But in recent months, Shultz, dur- 
ing his Middle East shuttles. has 
moved somewhat beyond that 
language. 

On June 4. for example. he said in 
a statement in Amman that there 
would be no settlement in the region 
“without addressing the legitimate 
Palestinian political rights.” 


Likud to fix placings 
in its Knesset list today

Kleiner {today No.42), Haim Kauf- 
man (44) and Limor Livnat (45) to 
move up two slots. 

Herut will probably ask Yigael 
Hurvitz Ometz faction today to 
cut its representation from two 
Kuesset places to one. 

The Liberals yesterday reiterated 
their objection to any cut ip the 
number of their candidates on Li- 
kud’s list. They had been promised 
three candidates to every 10 of 
Henut's. 

“What point is there in taking a 
Liberal woman out of the list, in 
order to put a Herut woman in?” 
Moda’i asked yesterday. referring ta 
rumours that Liberals’ Sarah Doron 
may be asked to move aside for 
Herut candidate Limor Livnat.

Part of the roof was blown off, scat- 
tering fragments into the street out- 
side the barracks. 

“The soldiers sustained minor in- 
juries, cuts from broken glass and 
other small things but no one needed 
to be hospitalized,’ the army 
spokeswoman said. “Everything was 
dealt with Jocally.”’ 

A police car hurrying to the bar- 
racks soon after the explosion was 
shot at from a car that may have 
been bearing Datch nomber plates, 
West German police said. A hunt 
was launched for a gold-coloured

Major changes seen in Soviet naval strategy 


THE SOVIET UNION appears 
to be making big changes in its glob- 
al naval strategy, including the with- 
drawal of submarines and ships from 
the U.S. coast and the Atlantic 
Ocean to near their Arctic bases. 

Norwegian Defence Minister Jo- 
han Joergen Holst told a news con- 
ference this week that it was too 
early to say why the changes were 
being made or how Jong they would 
last.““But we have a number of indi- 
cations of change in Soviet naval 
strategy.” he said. 

“Soviet submarines with short- 
range missiles have been pulled 
back from the U.S. (east) coast to 
the Norwegian sea, so that they cov- 
er only Europe. They are no longer 
sending out submarines with strate- 
gic missiles into the Atlantic.” The 
strategic submarines, most of which 
are based on the Arctic Kola penin- 
sula just across the border from 
Nato member Norway, had also 
been moved to the Norwegian sea 


area. 

“From there, they can still bit tar- 
gets in Europe and North Ameri- 
ca,” Holst said.

Row flares over film ticket hike 


DHAKA (Reuter) — Hundreds of 
riot police held back crowds here 
yesterday when a group of film stars 
began a hunger strike in protest 
against increased taxes on cinema 
tickets. 

Thousands of onlookers gathered 
outside Dhaka's National Press 
Clib where actors, actresses ‘and 
other film industry people began 
their strike in the moming. The 
strikers divided into groups of 13:

“It's a real life drama and we find 
it extremely difficult to keep order 
and discipline.” a police officer said.

HOW many full-time army-exempt yeshiva stu- 
dents are there in the Jewish state ? An authori- 
tative answer to the question would satisfy 
more than merely statistical curiosity. ᾿ 
“In a country under siege, such as Israel, it 
would seem reasonable to expect every abie- 
bodied young man to contribute to the national 
defence. But yeshiva students, outside the 
framework of religious Zionist movements, 
represent a large body of young men. and the 
only such body in the land, who enjoy what 
amounts to permanent exemption from such 
national service. That exemption entails a cor- 
respondingly heavier burden of army service 
for the rest of the community. 

In order to find out how heavy that burden is, 
it is necessary to establish the exact size of the 
well-exempt  rabbinical-student body. Forty 
years ago. when founding-father David Ben- 
Gurion established the exemption policy as a 
means of reconciling post-Holocaust Tora study 
with the exigencies of defence. it applied toa 
mere 400 yeshiva students. A recent petition by 
reserve officers asking the High Court of Justice 
to set the policy aside as being discriminatory, 
cited 17,000 yeshiva-student exemptions. In a 
report on the subject by a sub-committee of the 
Knesset Foreign Affairs and Defence Commit- 
tee this week, a figure of 18.400 exemptions is 
given. Other estimates are even higher. . 

On one view. this situation is fine. “May their 
number increase !* the Sephardi Chief Rabbi, 
Mordechai Eliahu, is reported to have ex- 
claimed. This, however. is certainly not the 
view of the Knesset sub-committee’s chairman, 
Rabbi Menahem Hacohen, a Labourite. The 
majority of his sub-committee, acting on the 
implied advice of the High Court, bas now 
proposed a reform of the system. 

Finding the iSsue to be justiciable, the court 

_had decided that the key to it lay in numbers.

Sensible religious leaders should certainly do 
their best to reverse this process. 


Ronald Reagan on the Palestinians 


AFTER meeting with the Kuwaiti premier in 
the White House on Tuesday. President Rea- 
gan spoke eloquently about the need to realize 
the legitimate political aspirations of the Pales- 
tinians even while safeguarding Israel's legiti- 
mate security concerns. To some ears, Mr. 
Reagan's employment of the adjective “politi- 
cal” to define the Palestinians” legitimate aspi- 
-fafions: might-have sounded as merely an at- 
fempt..to..convince the Kuwaitis of the 
administration's resolve to supply them with 
the arms they had asked to buy from America. 
That would have been the wrong reading of Mr.

πὰ is not only a question of at- 
tempting to free Soviet society from 
the incubus of the Stalinist bureau- 
cracy that has paralysed its develop- 
ment for so many years. In the 
USSR, the past (especially the histo- 
ry of the party) has great political 
and symbolic importance. History is 
politics or, to paraphrase George 
Orwell, “He who controls the past 
controls the future.” A monument 
to Stalin's victims, as proposed by 
Gorbachev, does indeed suggest the 
will to make a clean break with the 
Stalinist legacy. The criticisms com- 
ing out of Moscow of the purges, the 
collectivization, the deportations of 
whole peoples, the pact with Hitler 
and the military blunders in the ear- 
ly years of World War MI all point in 
this direction. So, too, does the 
creeping rehabilitation of such 
prominent old Bolsheviks and vic- 
tims of Stalin’s purges as Kamenev, 
Zinoviev, Radek and others. 

Yet one illustrious name is still 
missing from the ranks of those who 
were victimized and destroyed by 
Stalin — bis greatest rival ~ Leon 
Trotsky. Organizer of the Bolshevik 
Revolution, virtual co-founder of 
the Soviet state with Lenin, its first 
foreign minister, creator and su- 
preme commander of the Red Army 
during the bloody civil war, Trotsky

Sir, - Yosef Goell’s attack upon 
the system of draft deferments for 
yeshiva students (June 15) is an ex- 
cellent study in disingenuousness. 
Both the headline and the opening 
paragraph, by using the word ex- 
emption rather than the factual 
term, deferment, establishes an at- 
mosphere of falsity which fits the 
bulk of the argument in the body of 
this article. 

The author himself addresses the 
semantic difference, but noi with 
the candour expected in honest dis- 
cussion of public issues. Factually, 
yeshiva students are given a defer- 
ment. for one year at a time. They 
are only exempted on physical or 
mental grounds, the same grounds 
on which anyone else receives ¢x- 
emption from military service.

WOULD YOU LIKE, imi! 
the whole of the world’s pester 


᾿ history in a single weekend of easy 


reading? Here is the book for you, It 
Starts at the beginning of time and 
ends with a Peep into the future, all 
compressed into 360 pages of urbane 
prose (excluding the index). 

The tone is casual, epigrammatic. 
‘What has economic value? asks Gal- 
braith socratically. Well, there are 
different answers in different 
periods. One of his theories is that 
economics is not a static science. 

The mercantilists, he reminds us, 
thought that value resided in gold 
and silver; and three centuries ago 


. English merchants were busy accu- 


mulating those enmmodities. The 
French, keen farmers, were sure that 
value resided in land. The Physioc- 
rats (im the days of Louis XV) de- 
clared that the only true product was 
the product of agriculture. 

Nonsense, said Adam Smith 
(1776): value is created by labour. 
What about profits then? According 
to David Ricardo (1817), they are 
benefigs created by labour in the 
past. In that case, profits should 
rightly belong to the workers and 
(Proudhon, 1840) “property is 
theft.” 

So it goes on. How about interna- 
tional trade? It should be free, 
Adam Smith maintained. The En- 
glish would say that, protested Ger- 
man économic Friedrich List (1841): 
being chronologically the world's 
first manufacturers, nobody could 
compete with them. The Americans, 
coming on the scene at round about 
List’s time, supported his view. They 
advocated tariff protection for “in- 
fant industries.” 

When, early this century, they 
overtook the Europeans to become 


' the best manufacturers, they 


adopted the free-trade theory in 
their turn -- until the 1980s. Over- 
taken by new young industrial pow- 
ers in the Far East, Washington is 
now changing its tune. Congressmen 
seek tariffs again, but this time, says 
Galbraith cynically, in defence of 
“senile industries” (unable to com- 
pete with Taiwan and Japan). 


ALL THIS IS INTERESTING, but 
the book becomes positively absorb- 
ing when it touches on the problems 


facing the present generation. J.M. 
Keynes made his voice heard during 
the Great Depression of the 1930s. 
He thought up a recipe for restoring 
and maintaining stability. He recom- 
mended that governments spend 
more in time of slump, thus reacti- 
vating the economy, and spend less 
in time of boom, thus deactivating 
the economy. 

Galbraith points out that this 
theory works well when slump 
threatens because it is easy for a 
government to overspend. But once 
it has overspent and the economy 
becomes Over-active with prices 
Soaring, it is almost impossible to 
Teverse the process. Big cuts cannot 
be made in Treasury budgets (Israeli 
or other) for political reasons; and 
he stresses that as his second impor- 
tant theory. Economics, he says, 
cannot be separated from politics. 

He does not like monetarism, 
Sponsored by men like Milton Fried- 
man. This group believes that price 
and wages are not subject to contro}. 
They are fixed by market forces 
under conditions of perfect competi- 
tion. The government must not in- 
terfere with such a natural ς 

According to Galbraith, there is 
no such thing as perfect competition. 
Prices and wages are pushed up 
arbitrarily by big business corpora- 
tions and big trade unions; which is 
another cause of inflation {addition- 
al to deficit financing by the govern- 
ment}. He argues that the govern- 
Ment ought to contro! these two 
crucial variables; which makes him 
mildly socialistic. 

* Monetarists try to counter infla- 
tion by reducing the money supply, 
that is, by pushing up interest rates. 
That works, but at the price of 
halting economic growth. Besides, 
high interest rates are unfair. They 
are good for the lenders, people, 
with money; they are bad for the 
borrowers, people without. 

What does the author conclude? 
He objects to the low-tax, small- 
budget policies of Reagan and 
Thatcher, which rely excessively (in 
his view) on private enterprise. He 
favours the welfare state, which 
means (although he does not say so) 
that he must be supporting high-tax, 
big-budget policies. 

Yet these failed in the 1960s and 
1970s, which is precisely why 
Reagan and Thatcher appeared on 
the scene. How to organize a welfare 
state without running into stagfla- 
tion? That be doesn’t say. Perha 
he has reached the end of his

Who told you?” he 
counters immediately. Energetic, 
bouncing, impatient, he sits behind 
the desk of party Secretary-General 
Uzi Bar'am. Bar'am, Labour's cam- 
paign chairman, is in bed with se- 
vere back problems and Weizman is 
running the show from his bureau at 
party headquarters on 110 Rehov 
Hayarkon. 

‘Without pause, Weizman ph 
into his credo :“‘The future of the 
State of Israel depends on finding 
the political way to relations with 
our neighbours. like we did with 
Egypt. Anyone who believes in the

Contrary to Likud’s favourite ac- 
cusation, that Labour is willing to 
compromise under any conditions, 
from a position of weakness, Weiz- 
man asserts that he speaks from a 
position of strength. 

“He who is afraid to change the 
border and thus enable driving to 
Amman in a car is in a position of 
weakness. I took part in the peace 
process which Arens voted against. 
Headed by Begin, we signed a peace 
treaty from a position of strength, 
and those who were frightened, 
headed by Arens and Shamir, 
scared Begin from continuing the 
peace process in the "70s. That's why 
Dayan, and later myself, left the 
Likud. Because they castrated the 
peace process and distorted the 
peace treaty.” 

Weizman 15 not presuming to 
have all the answers. “Only an idiot 
starts a discussion by fixing in ad- 
vance op what he wants. But Labour 
open to any idea which would 
promote peace, including changing 
the border with Jordan. Resolution 
242 which is the basis of the Camp 
David Accords, signed by Begin, 
talks of returning territories.

admission iato Palestine at two 
grush apiece -“"good money: I could 
make up to 80 grush a day — a for- 
tune in those days.” 

Finally, using connections he de- 
veloped with some founding fathers 
of Tel Aviv, he became manager of 
The Casino -- the hybrid structure 
erected on the sea off Allenby 
Road.

“As a 
treat to his employees in the Casino, 
Abarbanel used to invite my wife 
and myself to see the cinema perfor- 
mance on the last day of show. usu- 
ally Thursday — there was a change 
of film every weekend. Most films 
were in French, and were sent from 
Egypt accompanied by a Hebrew 
translation done by an Egyptian Jew 
whose knowledge of French was far 


by Begin, that we will take part in 
solving the Palestinian problem.

But the Likud. suys Weizman, is 
not telling the truth.

If the Likud is 
tricking the public in order to ascend 
to power and then intends to com- 
promise. they are cheating the vot- 
ers. But I believe Benny Begin and 
Tzahi Hareebi when they say “not 
an inch.” And that’s where the dan- 

τ lies.” 

When Peres entered the Prime 
Minister's office in 1984 there was 
$0U per cent inflation and the IDF 
was stuck in the Lebanese mud. Yet 
we got out of Lebanon and created a 
security belt which is proving itself. 
When Peres handed the government 
over te Shamir there was [0 to 1 
per cent inflation with a huge poren- 
tial for economic growth. Today, 
after twa years of Likud government 
and their policy of holding on to 
what there is, the economy is reel- 
ing. Weizman says. 

“Who initiated a political process 
for peace and wha stopped it? Who 
obstructed the contacts with Jordan 
and the Shultz initiative? Shamir, 
who never initiated anything. Who 
Says no to everything. Some people 
are very proud of that. You can 
urgue whether an initiative is good 
or bad, but you can’t argue about 
the fact that Percs initiated all the 
time, in political and economic is- 
sues. And was stopped by the Li- 
kud. People are reluctant to remem- 
ber these things.” 

The Labour Party's Knesset jist 
represents Israeli society ~ women, 
minorities. ethnic sectors. develop- 
Ment towns - much more than Li- 
kud’s. Asked about the stars in Li- 
kud'‘s list. such as Binyamin 
Netanyahu and Benny Begin, Weiz- 
man says: “I like stars. But stars 
shine only at night. I live in the 
daytime. I don’t underestimate Bibi 
(Netanyahu). He did a good job as 
an ambassador. Let him and all the 
others in the Likud prove their 
worth, Let them show us what kind 
of State of Israel they see in the next 
20 years. As for Benny Begin, I 
wonder if he would have been elect- 
ed had his name been Benny 
Abramovitz?” 


better than his Hebrew. But very 
often the translation did not arrive 
at all. As I had learned French in 
Egypt. I used to tell my wife in a 
whisper what the action was about. 
Our neighbours wanted me to speak 
louder so that they, too, would 
know what was happening on the 
screen.

At the height of his career Segal 
employed up to 14 people.

The computer software was de- 
veloped by Ani-Data, and allows 
‘the inseminator to punch informa- 
tion into the easily carried terminal.

The computer 
automatically warns against “inces- 
tuous marriages” among closely re- 
lated animals, until the third genera- 
tion. 

When the job is done, the data 
.are fed into a central] computer that 
creates a complete picture of the 
cow population. The country’s 
champion bull has been named Pir- 
hah brew for “‘ruffian”); he is 
the father, albeit without his know!- 


SHORTAGE OF cadavers for dis- 
section by medical students has led 
to the development of a computer- 
ized “corpse” that cuts down actual 
pathological dissection. The system, 
called the Electric Cadaver, was de- 
veloped at the Stanford Uiversity 
Medical Centre in California, where 
it was demonstrated at a conference 
of anatomists recently. 


New Scientist magazine reports 
that the new system Combines Tideo 
and computer technology with a 
famous set of 1,600 dissection slides 
made at Stanford in the 1940s, 

The slides, developed by the late 
David Bassett, were copied onto 8 
video disc, along with line drawings 
he had made for his anatomical at- 
las. These were stored on a Macin- 
tosh computer with an index of the 
body parts. Software for the com- 
puter, which controls the three-di- 
mension-looking colour images, was 
developed by Steven Freedman. 
Each part of the body can be elec- 
tronically rotated to give a view 
from different angles. 

The computer can also zoom in 
for a closer look, moving from the 
whole skull to a detail of the facial 
bones. No price has been set, but it 
could be on the market within a 
year. - 


WHY ARE OLIVE and cedar trees 
so sturdy? Prof. Shimon Lavi of the 
Volcani Institute for Agricultural 
Research explains in the latest issue 
of Lada’at. 

The olive has a well-developed 
root system that allows it to adapt to 
the worst soil conditions. In airy 
soil, the roots spread up to 10 me- 
tres from the tree, whereas in com- 
pacted soi] they form a congested 
root ball. Olive trees are also able to 
produce an unusual moist micro-en- 
vironment on the bottom side of the’ 
leaves. The shiny top of each leaf is 
covered with 2 protective coat that 
reduces drying out. 

In intense heat, around 35 de- 
grees Centigrade, and in intense 
cold, around 7 degrees, the olive 
tree “hibernates.” In addition, even 
in old age, it can easily renew its 
branches, The tree cells contain sub- 
stances poisonous to fungus, so ol- 
ives suffer from few plant diseases. 

The cedar, according to Lavi, is 
quite similar, but. it is strongest 
when growing in its native environ- 
ment, such as the Lebanon hills.

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When it is planted in different cli- 
mates, it often succumbs to heat, 
aridity and disease. 


A NEW SPECIES of lemur, a pri- 
mate with a golden-yellow face, has 
been discovered in a mountain for- 
est in Madagascar. Biologist Bern- 
hard Meier of the Ruhr University, 
Bochum, West Germany, observed 
the animals over seven months in 
the cool, damp rain forest. The new 
Species has a bushy coat that is a 
shining yellow on its stomach, flank, 
throat and face. The animals Have 
long tails, weigh about 1.2 kilograms 
and are about 80 centimetres long. 
Until now, only two species of the 
bamboo lemur genus were known — 
the grey bamboo lemur .and the 
broad-nose hapalemur, Meier ob- 
served lemur families consisting of 
two parents and two children, who 
were on the move long before dawn, 
hunting for food until about 10 a.m., 
and then off again, after a siesta, 
from about 3 p.m. to nightfall. 
The lemur species, say scientists, 
goes back 50 million years, and are 
related to the oldest primates. They 
also inhabited North America and 
Europe, but today they exist natu- 
rally only on Madagascar and neigh- 
bouring islands. With his golden 
bamboo lemurs, Meier has discov- 
ered a new species of primate on

Madagascar for the first time since 
1875, and worldwide since 1930. 


SEVENTY-ONE teenage science 
enthusiasts from 18 counties are tak- 
ing part in the Weizmann Institute’s 
summer science institute in Reho- 
vot. For the first time, youngsters 
are coming from Japan and Argenti- 
na, and four from Rehovot's sister 
city, Heidelberg in West Germany. 

All the participants are top stu- 
dents in both academic and extra- 
curricular spheres. The Japanese 
student, for example, is 19-year-old 
Seiko Ishida, already a second-year 
sophomore at the Kyoto University 
School of Medicine. Jay Jacobs from 
Florida is interested in optics, com- 
puters and circuitry, as well as pho- 
tography as a hobby. Paulus Kirch- 
hof of Heidelberg studies artificial 
intelligence but also is a champion 
rower, plays volleyball and the dou- 
ble bass and writes poetry. 

The month-long science pro- 
gramme includes lab work in each 
participant's field, in cooperation

~ From a bright:idea to reality - 


THERE IS no one as frustrated as a man with 
a great idea who doesn't know what to do with 


it. 

‘ The Israel Institute of Innovation, known 
by its Hebrew acronym Meitar, has since 1977 
‘been the prime address for people with bright 

ideas that can be used to benefit Israel's indus- 
trial technology. Founded by Dr. Yisrael 
Averbuch (a Russian-trained physicist), for- 
mer Technion president Dr. Alexander Gold- 
“berg and Ya'acov Aharonson (an engineer), 
,Meitar originally aimed to help Soviet olim 
Scientists. 
Since 1982, the non-profit organization (sit- 


jon in Science. It is open to all 
“innovators, and not just those from the Soviet 
. Union. Today, about 40 per cent of the inven- 
ie “tors are of Soviet origin, 40 per cent native 
Ee ιν iIsraelis or olim from other countries, and the 
‘rest foreigners who wish their ideas to be 
“developed and manufactured in Israel. 
ς In the past six years, it has become the 
‘largest reservoir of innovative technological 
projects that combine a high-profit protential 
gg-with a low level of risk. Three of these projects 
"have won the prestigious Kaplan Prize for 
“It is difficult to be an inventor without

anyone to help you,” said Averbuch, now 
Meitar’s scientific director, in an interview 
with The Jerusalem Post. “You need feedback 
from experts, practical help in developing a 
model or prototype, and contacts with poten- 
tial investors and manufacturers.” 

He notes that many local companies, in- 
cluding the textile firms established by the late 
Pinhas Sapir to provide jobs for olim, have 
failed because they failed to mnovate. “In 
industry, you have to offer a new or improved 
product every three or four years or you fall 
behind. Most companies have flopped be- 
cause of the Jack of creativity.” 

Meitar has at its disposal 500 technological 
experts, including engineers and scientists 
from various schools of thought, who are able 
to evaluate and examine the innovators’ ideas. 
Ideas that were later implemented as industri- 
al projects in local industry include the devel- 
opment of new locks, an artificial breathing 
apparatus, an onion-harvesting machine, ἃ 
novel welder's mask, fireproof polymer mate- 
tials, new latex products, heat exchangers. a 
device for preventing bedwetting by children, 
a handy bottle opener and an energy-saving 
method for bromine promotion. These and 


many more have boosted the economy here by 
many millions of shekels. - 

Meitar vets the inventors who apply with 
the help of . Those whose ideas are 
believed to have practical application are giv- 
en equipment to develop the product, and 
even money to register the patent. In its 11 
years of existence, about 3,000 innovators 
have been helped by Meitar. 


Shmuel Adler, head of the Absorption Min- 
istry scientific absorption unit, says that “since 
Meitar was founded, we have an address to 
which to send those coming to us with ideas we 
didn’t know how to handle before.” 

Dr. Averbuch says the organization is not 
able to take care of all the people who turn to 
it for help, because of the lack of funds. “In 
every Western country, there are such insti- 
tutes that are generously supported by scien- 
tific foundations.” But Meitar must depend on 
a dwindling supply of public money. If these 
inventors are “captured” by one of the many 
Toaming “idea brokers” abroad, their brain- 
power and products will be lost to Israel forev- 
er, says Averbuch, an expert in quality assur- 
ance who is an adviser to the Israel Aircraft 
Industries and Israel Military Industries. 

Meitar’s annual budget is a meagre 
$150,000, and it is stretched with the voluntary 
advice of the 500 scientific experts. Now Aver- 
buch says he wishes to expand with the help of 
private contributions (which are tax-free). 


ἴῃ addition to raising additional funds, 
Averbuch is trying to establish an internation- 
al centre of technological ideas in Jerusalem. 
Its main goals will be teaching inventors cre- 
ative thinking, helping them generate techno- 
logical ideas and bringing them together with 
industrialists from all over the world. The 
centre, he hopes, will run special courses, 


using the Pulsar system that Meitar has suc- }. 


cessfully tested in the last eight years in loca) 
industrial firms and technological schools. 
Through the proposed centre, inventors 
would be able to find solutions to technologi- 
cal problems posed by industrial researchers, 
and foreign investors would be matched up 
with them. The centre, concludes Averbuch, 
would stimulate business tourism, thus provid- 
ing a needed blood-transfusion for Jerusalem.

computer. The written symbois 
would be drawn on a computer 
screen, and the computer would

will be a difficult undertaking. 

Explains Shimony: “The comput- 
er’s capability to operate the system 
doesn't exist now. Another major 
difficulty is adapting a synthesizer 
-that’s adequate for our purposes — 
the ones available now are either 
too expensive or too primitive.” De- 
velopment of the computer and 
sound technology is still two to four 
years away, says Shimony, who has 
been working with his colleagues on 
the project under a grant from Ger- 
many’s Volkswagen Foundation. 

The set of principles for drawing 
the icons, however, is near comple- 
tion, and Tal and Shimony hope to 
present it to the International Con- 
gress of Computer Music this sum- 
mer in Cologne. To date, the mem- 
bers of this association and other 
electronic-music composers are 
completely unenthused by the pro- 
ject, notes Tal. 

“None of them are working in the 
area of notation. They think it’s a 
Mission Impossible,” he says. Nev- 
ertheless, he is confident that once 
the full apparatus is ready, electron- 
ic music composers will see its value 
and learn to use it. To some degree, 
Tal believes, iconic notation will 
change the way music is made in the 
next century as the five-line staff 
changed the way music was made a 
millennium ago.

BIOLOGIST JACQUES Benven- 
iste explains the discovery that is 
baffling the international scientific 
community with the following com- 
parison: “It's like waving your car 
key in the river Seine in central Par- 
is, taking a few drops of water from 
the same rive 200 km. downstream 
and being able to start your car with 
that water.” 

For the French biologist and a 
team of 13 Canadian, Israeli and 
Italian scientists have discovered 
that a molecule diluted until it no 
longer exists can behave as if it was 
still there, and that the diluted liquid 
retains thc molccule’s “memory.” 
The discovery, which upsets all es- 
tablished molecular knowledge, is 
so surprising to the scientific com- 
munity that the team has been trying 
to disprove its own findings for three 


ars. 
The results have delighted sup- 
porters of homeopathic medicine, 
who have never known exactly how 
minute quantities of natural sub- 
stances like belladonna and opium 
can have healing qualities. 
Benveniste began his research in 
1985 with a relatively simple ques- 
tion. Could it be proved that ho- 
meopathic medicines -- produced 
with natural substances rather than 
laboratory manvfactured drugs -- 
had a biological effect on people.

Biologist who 
moved the world 


JUST 30 YEARS AGO, a retiring 51-year-old biologist sat down and 
started to write a book. It was not the book that Rachel Carson wanted to 
write. No stranger to the world of letters, she had written Under the Sea 
Wind, which was well received in 1952, and her next two books, The Sea 
Around Us and The Edge of the Sea, had both become international best 
sellers translated into more than 20 languages. Rachel Carson was well 
established as that rarity: a scientist whose writing was sheer poetry. Now 
she wanted to write a book about evolution. She had the outline and she 
had the publisher, but fate was to decree otherwise. 


Earlier in that year of 1958, a friend who kept a bird sanctuary in New 
England had written to her about the Jarge number of birds found dead in 
the sanctuary just after DDT had been used to spray surrounding areas 
for mosquito control. As a biologist who had worked for years for the 
U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service, Carson was aware that such incidents 
were becoming more and more common since the advent of the use of 
chlorinated hydrocarbon pesticides at the end of World War II. When 
her friend appealed to her for help concerning the destruction of bird life, 
she approached the problem in her usual scientific manner. She wrote at 
once to several dozen biologists and conservationists asking if they had 
any information on such incidents. 


The response that came flooding in almost overwhelmed Carson. 
From alt parts of the U.S., England. Canada and some European 
countries came word of massive incidents of fish kills, bird destruction 
and wildlife fatalities from aerial pesticide spraying in particular. Many 
of these incidents were never previously publicized and known only to 
the scientists who had investigated them. Pesticides had a very good 
press as the salvation of global health and agriculture at the time, and few 
scientists wished to risk the unpopularity of going against the tide. 


CARSON contacted some science writers and tried to interest them in 
using the vast quantity of material she had amassed. but all declined. 
Whether staff writers or free lance, most were reluctant to take up what 
seemed to be a crusade against all accepted knowledge and practice. 


In the end, Rachel Carson saw that if something was to be done about 
what she now saw as a threat to the planet's entire ecosystem, she was 
going to have to do it herself. The fact that she was an accredited scientist 
and an accomplished writer was bolstered by the fact that she was. thanks 
to her two best-selling books, financially independent. 


Reluctantly, she set aside the book she was working on and began the 
research and the writing that after four years would produce one of the 
most important books of our time. The book. called by several working 
titles during its preparation, was published in 1962 and was called Sile: 
Spring, which had originally been the title of the chapter on birds.

Usually a book comes into the limelight and is praised or “της 
after it has been published and read by a few people. Not so Siiem 
Spring. Before it was completed, indeed while Carson was still struggiing 
with some of the chapters, the major pesticide companics had ulready 
mounted a campaign to get her publishers, Houghton Mifilin. to change 
their minds and not publish her book. 


The pesticide companies charged that the book was inaccurate, unsci- 
entific and apt to damage the public. Houghton Mifflin hired private 
toxicologists who went over Carson's work and determined that her 
conclusions were accurate. They decided to publish. 

The U.S. Department of Agriculture, too. was interested in forestall- 
ing the publication of the book, but there were concerned scientists in the 
department who were supplying Carson with some of hzr most valuable 
information. After Carson’s death in 1964 one senisr scientist in the 
department asked ber executors for the many notes ἐπ ἃ letters he had 
written to her while she was working on her book. He “evcived them and 
promptly bummed them. 


BY THE TIME her book was in print it was already & cause celebre. 
Attacks on her credibility by the pesticide manufacturers. the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture and the powerful Nutrition Foundation composed of 
24 leading makers of cereal foods degenerated from the denial of the 
accuracy of her information into character assassination. She was ac- 
cused of being “ἃ priestess of the mystic.” “a hysterical cat-. bird- and 
dog-lover,” “a frustrated and bitter spinster who is nothing but a public 
scold, and not a reliable or accurate one at that.” 

Not only had most of her detractors never even read the whole book, 
but they also ignored the fact that Carson at no time uttucked the use of 
pesticides, only their misuse and abuse. In particular. she was pleading 
for an end to widespread preventive aerial spraying. The accepted 
practice at that time was to spray “just in case.” [t was reminiscent of one 
of Alice's experiences. 

“I was wondering what the mouse trap was for," said Alice. “It isn't 
very likely there would be any mice oo the horse's back.” “Not very 
likely, perhaps,” said the Knight, “but if they do come I don't choase to 
have them running all about.” 

But there were billions of dollars at stake as well as the prestige of 
strong government departments that had embraced 2 policy and were not 
interested in being challenged by a woman in New England. Scientists, 
almost all of whom were either paid consultants of the chemical compa- 
nies that produced the pesticides or who represented universities heavily 
funded by these companies, attacked her from every <ngle. 

When CBS decided to do a documentary on The Silent Spring of 
Rachel Carson, three sponsors cancelled their contracts. They were 
Standard Brands, makers of food products, Lehn and rink Products. 
makers of Lysol; and Ralston Purina, manufacturers of products for 
humans and animals. 


CARSON RARELY replied to these attacks on her scientific or even 
her personal status. She had said what she had to say and the battle was 
on. Her silent spring by now was a very noisy summer. Perhaps she 
would have put more energy into the fight had circumstances heen 
otherwise, but Carson was already stricken with her terminal illness by 
the time the book came out. She knew that she was dying and preferred 
to use her energies for other purposes. For the most part she let the 
controversy rage without direct participation. 

The general public, however, found Carson more convincing than they 
did her detractors, and she was not without an appreciative audience 
among the mighty. Among her supporters were senators Abraham 
Ribicoff and Hubert Humphrey, secretary of the interior Stewart L. 
Udall, representative John V. Lindsay. and even the president. John F. 
Kennedy, who told a news conference thut Carsan’s allegations had 
convinced him of the need for a special commitiee to study the matter. 

Farthermore, scientists were divided on the issue anc she nad at ieasi 
as many supporters as she had detractors. There is litnie doubt thet the 
fact that Silent Spring was published almost simultanccusly with the first 
public knowledge of the scandal surrounding the mutution-produving 
drug, thalidomide, was a factor that made the public pay attention io 
what she was saying. 

Rachel Carson had set herself two objectives. She wished to awaken 
the public to what she saw as a critical danger to the environment and she 
wished, she said, ‘to light a fire under the government.” She succeeded 
in doing both. but she did not live to see her success. 

She died knowing that she had written an unporisat. albeit controver- 
sial, book. But she did not know that she had written 2 book thai wouid 
serve as the rallying cry of the environmental revolution of the late "60s 
and the *70s, nor did she know that the way we see and use pesticides 
today would be so influenced by her efforts. In any discussion of the 
subject, whether the discussants know the difference between a bydro- * 
carbon and a bar of soap or not, they know about Silent Spring. 

Within 10 years of her death DDT was banned in most countries: 
endrin, eldrin, dieldrin, lindane and heptacior were on their way out. A 
shift had been made in most instances te pesticides that. while toxic it 
their own right, at least disappeared quickly from the environment and 
did not build up in the food chain. Although the pesticide situation today 
is still serious, the ground work bas been laid. The public is aware of the 
dangers of these chemicals, and the framework for challenging their use 
exists at every level in governments almost everywhere in the world. 
These things simply did not exist in Carson’s lifetims. 

There is no question today of the validity of Rache! Carson's conten- 
tions. There is no question that her concern was justified. She prompted 
the governments of the world to take steps against the destruction of the 
environment many years sooner than they probably wouid have bad she 
not spoken out. She was one woman, but she maved a world. She was a 
voice crying in the wilderness, but she was heard around the giobe.

WASHINGTON (Reuter) - The 
Federal Reserve Board raised its 
forecast for U.S. economic growth 
yesterday, predicting the economy 
would expand by 2.75% to 3% this 
year. 

While growth will continue at a 
strong pace unti] the November 
presidential elections, the U.S. cen- 
tral bank said in its semi-annual eco- 
nomic report to Congress that it 
would slow to about 2-2.5% next 
year, after the new president takes 
office. 

In February, the Fed predicted 
that U.S. gross national product, 
suffering the effects of the October 
stock market crash, would grow by 
only -2-2.5%. But the surprisingly 
resilient U.S. economy shrugged off 
the effects of the crash and grew by a 
strong 3.6% annual rate during the 
first three months of the year. 

The strength of the economy has 
renewed worries about inflation. 
Federal Reserve Board Chairman 
Alan Greenspan told the Senate 
Banking Committee in testimony 
that inflation, as measured by the 
GNP price deflator, a broader mea- 
sure of inflation than the Consumer 
Price Index, would be around 3- 
3.75% in 1988 and rise to as much as 
4.5% in 1989. 

The Fed's inflation forecast re- 
flected a modest reduction from an 
earlier prediction of 3.25-3.75% in 


Ex-Guinness 
chief pleads

Ernest Saunders, the Guinness 
chairman and chief executive fired 
when a scandal in the company 
broke 18 months ago, Tuesday 
begged magistrates to commit him 
for trial, claiming the delay was ‘“in- 
buman” and had virtually destroyed 
his personal and professional life. 

Saunders told magistrate Ronald. 
Bartle at Bow Street Court: “It is 
now 14 months since I was arrested 
and charged in May 1987 -- in fact 18 
months since my dismissal at work. I 
am in a unique position of disadvan- 
tage. I am Without work, without 
money and without status.” 

Saunders, together with six other 
City figures charged in the scandal — 
merchant banker Ronald Seelig, fi- 
nancier Sir Jack Lyons, business- 
man Gerald Ronson, merchant 
banker Lord Spens and stockbro- 
kers Tony Parnes and David May- 
hew — was nevertheless remanded 
for a further nine weeks. The seven 
men face a total of 103 charges aris- 
ing oat of the Guinness affair. Only 
Saunders and Lord Spens attended 
the court hearing. 

After the proceedings Saunders 


.told reporters that bis personal and 


private life had been “ruined.” He 
has twice been refused legal aid and 
a London Evening Standard story 
Tuesday revealed that he had been 
forced to decline a £50,000 market- 
ing consultancy fee offered to him 
by an upmarket shirt company be~ 
cause it would affect his chances of 
applying for legal aid a third time. 

All the other defendants have le- 
gal representation, but Saunders bas 
taken to representing himself be~ 
cause, he says, he cannot afford to 
pay legal fees. He already owes two 
legal firms thousands of pounds. 

The ting solicitor, Victor 
Temple, has indicated that 
Saunders’ lack of legal representa- 
tion has caused “communication 
difficulties” between the prosecu- 
tion and defence.

wage pact

Histadrut officials said yesterday 
the issue of a reduction in the future 
length of the work week was the last 
major obstacle to completion of the 
public sector accord, 

The officials hinted that the la- 
bour federation was prepared to ac- 
cept the Treasury's formula for di- 
viding the already-agreed-upon 
11% wage rise over two years, in 
return for the Treasury's commit- 
ment to reduce the working week 
from 45 houss to 42.5 hours. 

The Histadrut bad originally de- 
manded 6% this year and the re- 
mainder the year after while the 
Treasury had proposed starting with 
5% this year and moving to 6% next 
year. But after yesterday's meeting 
in Tel Aviv between Trade Union 
Department head Haim Haberfeld 
and Treasury wages chief Ya‘acov 
Danon, union officials said the argu- 
ment over how to divide the 11% 
was “not really important” com- 
pared to the issue of cutting work 
hours. 

Union leaders throughout the ne- 
gotiations have realized that any cut 
m hours would entail moderating 
their wage claims. The Histadrut's 
demand for a transition to 42.5-hour 
week over the next two years is part 
of the labour federation’s eventual 
aim of a five-day, 40-hour week in 
the public sector. 

Haberfeld and Danon will resume 
their discussions after the Treasury 
bas further examined this issue, al- 
though up until now the Fmance 
Ministry has opposed such a reduc- 
tion. Danon described the Hista- 
drut’s demand as “problematic.” 

One other hurdle still to be over- 
come concerns government corpo- 
rations. Although both sides have 
agreed to include these enterprises 
within the scope of ‘the agreement, 
only those government corporations 
able to afford the wage increase will 
actually have to pay it. The two 
sides" Jegal advisers are currently 
studying how to translate this under- 
standing into a written formula. 

Haberfeld meanwhile, denied re- 
ports that the Histadmt had reached 
an agreement over a new cost-of- 
living accord. He insisted that the 
present agreement, which expired at 
the end of March, is stil) valid and 
represented the best deal possible. 


France approves 
wealth tax 


PARIS (AFP) - The French cabinet 
Wednesday adopted a wealth tax 
that is expected to net some four 
billion francs ($645 million) and will 
finance a minimum income for the 
country’s poorest, a government 
spokesman said. 2 

The proposed tax, called the Soli- 
darity Wealth Tax, would affect 
some 110,000 people with personal 
assets of at least four million francs, 
spokesman Claude Evin said. It will 
be collected on real estate and mov- 
able assets but exclude production 
tools, works of art and forests, he 
said. 

Rates will range from 0.5-0.9%, 
and combined income and wealth 
taxes will not exceed 89% of ἃ tax- 
payer's income. The text approved 
by the cabinet will be submitted to 
parliament shortly 


Two price hikes that 
just don’t make sense 


Is the Industry and Trade Minis- 
try trying to break the public of two 
of it chief addictions? It would seem 
50. judging by its actions of the past 
week. 

Against the advice of the Trea- 
sury, the ministry went ahead and 
approved prices increases of 5% on 
Cigarettes and chocolate. You don’t 
need a degree in economics to un- 
derstand what the result will be: up- 
ward pressure on the Consumer 
Price Index. 

Not that the ministry has been any 
great advocate of economic stabil- 
ity. What better proof than Ariel 
Sharon's fierce attack two weeks 
ago against Finance Minister Moshe 
Nissim for maintaining a frozen ex- 
change rate. Sharon knows full well 
that once the shekel is devalued, the 
inflationary spiral could start mov- 
ing again. 

What is particularly appalling is 

that the ministry chose to give into 
the demands of the country's ciga- 
tette and chocolate manufacturers. 
when just a few months ago the 
State Comptroller's report launched 
a fierce attack on the two companies 
that control these markets -- Dubek 
(a real monopoly) and Elite (a aear 
one). 
To begin with, the report criti- 
cized the ministry for not undertak- 
ing any thorough examination of 
the cost calculations presented to it 
by monopolies in order to determine 
whether or not the prices set yielded 
any excessive profits. 

But more important, the State 
Comptroller found that not only 
weren’t any price increases warrant- 
ed on products manufactured by 
Dubek and Elite, but that the prices 
already set were too high. 

Not to mention that Dubek’s 
managing director, who faces 
charges of currency and income tax 
violations, has been out of the coun- 
try for months, and anyone who 
could make heads or tails of the

company’s books would have to be a 
genius. Supposedly these books of- 
fereds proof to the ministry that Du- 
bek deserved a price hike. 

There's one other point worth 
mentioning. In ail the talk these 
days of the crisis situation facing the 
country’s industrial sector, all’ the 
prophets of doom do take note of 
the fact that there is one industry, 
whose sales and profitability have 
not gone down ~ food. Whether it’s 
bécause no matter how bad times 
are, we still need to eat and smoke, 
or because most of the industry's 
exports go to European countries, 
where currencies are strong, isn’t 
important. 

The fact remains that there's no 
justification for raising prices in an 
industry that is already doing well. 
And if there happen to be compa- 
nies like Dubek and Elite which Jost 
Money fast year. there's no reason 
the consumer should be forced to 
pay for their mistakes. 

If times have really been bad for 
these companies because they 
haven't been allowed to raise their 
prices, as they maintain, then let 
them cut their costs. As for Elite, a 
pinch in its large advertising budget 
would certainly go a long way. And 
let's face it, there’s no use in trying 
to drive Vered Hagalil out of the 
market anymore. 

So whatever good the Industry 
Ministry may feel it has done this 
week by helping companies in trou- 
ble, it shouldn't be surprised if there 
is a backlash very soon. 


Cabinet to hear plan 
to sell Israel Chemicals

Finance Minister Moshe Nissim, 
and Industry and Trade Minister 
Ariel Sharon, intend to present a 
proposal to the government within 
the next two weeks to sell off Israel 
Chemicals Ltd. 

According to this proposal, Nis- 
sim told reporters yesterday, half 
the shares in the country's largest 
state-owned industrial concern 
would be sold to a “suitable pur- 
chaser” and 4% would be sold to its 
employees. 

“I see it as very important, when- 
ever possible, to sell shares in a 
company to its employees,” Nissim 
said, “because this will give them 
motivation to be more efficient and 
productive.” 

The Finance Minister said that he 
also intends to ask the government 
to formally adopt the recommenda- 
tions of the First Boston report on 


privatization. The New York invest- 
ment bank was commissioned by the 
Treasury to present recommenda- 
tions on privatizing some 30 govern- 
ment companies, This report was 
Presented to the government several 
months ago. 

According to First Boston's rec- 
ommendations, Israel Chemicals is 
a top priority for sale because of 
current market conditions. The 
company earned net profits of $17.9 
million in the last nine months of 
1987, on sales of $758m. "- 

Meanwhile, in a statement sent 
from Europe, where he is vacation- 
ing. Government Corporations Au- 
thority head Ze’ev Refuah said the 
next companies on the list after Isra- 
el Chemical are Oil Refineries Ltd., 
in which the government is interest- 
ed in selling off its entire 74% hold- 
ing. and Israe! Aircraft Industries’ 
Elta subsidiary, in which it would 
like to sell ‘off a 26% stake.

MK Amnon Linn (Alignment) 
youtruiay filed a complaint with Ὡς 
police inspector-general against 
of the Electric Corp. employees. 
who, according to the State Comp- 
troller, have been consuming’in re- 
cent years over 24,000 kilowatts 
annually. 5 

“These workers steal public elec- 
tricity for uses other than normal 
household purposes,” Linn alleged. 
Average household consumption in 
the country currently stands at only 
3,071 kilowatts. The comptroller's 
report showed that nine of the 44 
have consumed an unprecedented 
35,000 kilowatts per year, enough to 
keep a small-size industrial plant at 
work. 

Linn is demanding an immediate 
police investigation launched 
against those nine, whom he called 
“thieves.” 

Employees of the state-owned 
corporation are entitled to electric- 
ity free of charge, but they are strict- 
ly prohibited from using it for pur- 
poses other than normal household 
uses, 


Not only are these workers sus- 
pected of theft, said Linn, but don’t 
income tax on the value of the 
electricity. The Electric Corp. 
pays the tax, thus presenting the 
employees with an extra bonus of 
public funds. 

“It is a double case of stealing 
public property,” Linn claimed. 
“The lack of a proper response by 
the police contributes to the impres- 
sion that such corruption is the norm 
in Israel.“ 

The Electric Corp. Ltd. is a state- 
owned enterprise, he noted, whose 
overhead expenses are wholly paid 
by the public.

More hot water for ex-captain Gatting 


Post Sports Staff, Agencies 
LONDON (Reuter) - England's 
former cricket captain Mike Gatting 
faces further disciplinary action by 
the Test and County Cricket Board 
{TCCB). Now he is in hot water 
because of the contents of his re- 
cently-published autobiography, 
Leading From the Front. 

A three-man TCCB investigation 
panel met Gatting on Tuesday but 
waited until yesterday to announce 
their decision that charges should be 
laid before the board's full disciplin- 
ary committee. 

‘They decided that Gatting broke 
TCCB rules, which bar a player 
commenting Cy a Test serie within 
two years of it taking place. 

No date for the hearing has been 
set, but a TCCB spokesman said it 
was “unlikely to be for several 
weeks". } 

The part of Gatting’s book at is- 
sue is a chapter dealing with En- 
gland’s tour of Pakistan at the end of 
last year, and his on-field row with 


Pakistan’s controversial umpire, 
Shakoor Rana, during the second 
Test in Faisalabad. 

Gatting’s problems over the book 
follow his being sacked from his post 
as captain of England after the first 
Test in Nottingham against West In- 
dies last month, for allegedly “act- 
ing irresponsibly”, because he invit- 
ed a woman -- not his wife! — to his 
hotel room one evening during the 
match. 

While the TCCB were so busy 
with the new disciplinary action 
against Gatting. the complete disar- 
ray in England's cricket camp was 
reflected yesterday by yet another 
delay in naming a captain for the 
fourth Test against the West Indies 
starting at Headingley on July 21.

the players are young and therefore 
legitimately not too much should be 
expected of them. But, it is the way 
they lost that should be the main 
concer. 

Besides their youth and lack of 
experience, on court -- where it 
counts - they simply do too little 
with the ball and around the ball. 
That failure derives from coaching 
or, more accurately, from lack of it, 
tather than from the players. 

Changing game defence at the 
right time, bringing to bear a com- 
plexity of offensive tactics, isolation 
plays and many other customarily 
common aspects of the game are 
missing. Israeli teams, at every lev- 
el, rely solely on bustle and hot 
shooting. 

Starkly stated, that is just not 
enough. Many national teams in 
various sports rely on foreign coach- 
es in a bid to give their players the 
best. . 

In basketball, more even than 
other sports, the coach is almost as 
vital an element of the actual game 
as the on-court performers. It is 
time that the powers-that-be in the 
world of basketball consider making 
the kind of move that recognizes τς 

Another Spurious argument. is 
often employed in the sombre de- 
ounciation of the national team’s 

formance. It is one that cannot 

e lightly shrugged off. But it is way 
off line. 

For instance, television commen- 
tators, who often suffer from “foot 
in mouth disease,” were at it again 
during the wrap up after the opening 
game loss to Greece. The coach 
Arye Maliniak who was providing 
the “expert analysis decided that 
Israel was not doing well because of 
the “over-Americanization™ of the 
local game. 

Sagaciously, the TV reporter nod- 
ded his bead in agreement. Malin- 
iak’s is not a lone voice. The follow- 
ing night his assessment was 
repeated by another commentator. 
The argument that they are trying to 
espouse is that given the large num- 
ber of American players with loca) 
clubs talented Israeli youngsters are 
not being given a chance. 

But they forget two things: Those 
players who couldn’t make their re- 
spective club teams were obviously 
not as good as those that did, and 
who are now playing in the National 
team. In the youth Jeagues from 
where all these players emerged 
there aren't foreign players. Sec- 
ondly, all the current national team 
squad are in fact starters in their 
club teams. No-one had to go 
searching in the woodwork to ferret 
out their talents. 

But the most galling thing about 
this argument is the fallacy that 
things were better a few years back 
when this “Americanization” was 
less marked a feature of the game 
and that then Israel's results in inter- 
national competition were better. 

They forget to mention that the 
tules of the governing body of Euro- 
pean basketball have changed. At 
present, a national team can bave 
only one player who was not born in 
the country. Lavon Mercer is the 
only non-Sabra in the squad. In 1984 
when Israel got by the first round of 
the pre-Olympic Tourney. they suc- 
ceeded because they had an easier 
draw, and because they had four 
American-born players in the team. 

To refresh Maliniak’s memory -- 
since he had the job at that time, 
they were Lou Silver, Howard Las- 
soff, Steve Kaplan, and John Willis. 
In 1979 when current coach Ralph 
Klein was at the helm and the Na- 
tional team finished second in the 
European championships, he too 
enjoyed the services of four Ameri- 
can immigrants, Eric Menkin, Barry 
Leibowitz, Steve Kaplan and Lou 
Silver. 

Tf anything. the problem with the 
current national team has been the 
“de-Americanization™ factor. The 
team is young and they worked 
hard. Considering that they are not 
given a lot of tools to work with, 
they performed creditably.

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Watson trying 


to take a leaf 
out of own book 


LYTHAM, England (AP) — Tom Watson is literally 
taking a page out of his own book to try to turn back the 
years to the times when he was automatically a favourite 
to win the British Open instead of a “5-to-1 outsider. 
Watson got in a practice round over the Royal Lytham 


& St. Annes Golf Club on Monday and said his best hopes of claiming a 
record-tying sixth championship at the 117th opea which opens tomor- 


row rested in bis putting. 


“You have to make the putts to win,” said the 38-year-old American, 
who last won the open in 1983 at Royal Birkdale and finished 14 strokes 
behind winner Seve Ballesteros when the tournament was last played 


here in 1979. 


In recent years, Watson has had trouble all over the pro tour, not just 


on British courses. 


He collapsed over the fina! nine holes a year ago and finished four 
strokes behind winner Nick Faldo at the open last year. His victory last 
year at the Nabisco Championships of Golf was his first tournament 
triumph in three years. During the slump, Watson said, bis tee-to-green 
game has remained strong, but his putting touch -- once one of the surest 


in the game — has deserted him. 


The problem was simple to figure out. Watson said. 


“I wasn't accelerating through the ball.” be said. 


“It was a typical 


hacker's stroke, a typical bad golfer’s stroke. 

“If I had read my own book, it would say, ‘The backswing should be 
shorter than the follow-through.” But my backswing was longer than my 
follow-through. 1 hope that’s changed now.” 

Watson said he had discussed the problem with another veteran, Lee 
Trevino, and that the 1980 open runner-up agreed the trouble was in 
techaique. Watson said he had feared it was a vision impairment. 

“When the putt was lined up correctly, it looked to me as if it were 


shade to the mghbt.” he said. 


The departure from accepted form, the eyesight and the long time it 
has taken to get to the bottom of the problem all have a common cause, 


according to Watson.

“Tthink that’s it.” he said. “When you're 38, your hair gets thinner but 
Britain's legal bookmakers are quoting Ballesteros and U.S. Masters 
champion Sandv Lyle of Scotland as co-favorites at 8-1.

The easy way toa 
new court surface 


JACKSON, Missis- 
sippi (AP) -- Jack 
Wilson was wiping 
his brow in 2 small 
Cajun town one 
June, empathizing with his crews as 
they toiled under a scorching Louisi- 
ana sun so they could beat the after- 
uoon’s rain in time to re-surface 10 
tennis courts. 

“And I said, “There has got to be 
a better way to do this,” the Jackson 
contractor said, recalling the humid 
day in Jeanerette, Louisiana. 

Two years later, Wilson is watch- 
ing the squeegee and bucket, nor- 
mally used in resurfacing, fall by the 
wayside. With the advent of Wil- 
son’s Sport-Koter, a tennis court can 
be resurfaced in about the time it 
takes to restring a racket. 

The Sport-Koter, an automated 
device for resurfacing tennis courts 
in about two minutes, has placed the 
entrepreneur between the covers of 
Sports Illustrated, Tennis Industry 
and a handful of other American 
publications. 

“Ive bad more fun with this.” 
says Wilson, who has won the praise 
of athletic officials from Fort Lau- 
derdale, Florida, to New York City. 

Wilson said his Jackson-based 
company. Surfmark, has resurfaced 
tennis courts for 12 years. but al- 
ways knew there was a more effi- 
cient way to do the job. For more 
than 50 years. maintenance crews 
have dragged squeegees, dipped in 
acrylic coating. across the court. It 
can take as many as three people 
three days to coat a tennis court the 
old-fashioned way, Wilson says. 

“It’s not a creative industry. All 
you need is a pick-up truck, squee- 
gee and bucket of paint and anyone 
can call himself a tennis court con- 
tractor," said Sport-Koter USA. 


Inc. Vice President Max Nadler. 

The squeegee method caused 
hundreds of inch-wide streaks to 
pear on the court surface, but Wil- 
son’s 60-foot-long monster can take 
care of an entire court in one big 
even swoosh, notes Nadler, a for- 
mer Australian tennis pro. 

The .three-foot wide machine, 
which sounds like a lawn mower and 
has the same size engine as one, has 
a driver's seat in the middle. About 
246 liters of Sport-Kolor acrylic 
coating are dumped in front of its 
brushes and off it goes. 

“It’s incredibly fast,” Wilson said. 
Players. can gulp down Gatorade 
and be back on the playing field in 
less than an hour. 

The black, awkward-looking 

structure sells for about $25,000, but 
is more frequently leased on a three- 
year contract for an annuai fee of 
56,500. 
. Sales of the Sport-Koter, manu- 
factured in Jackson, are reserved 
primarily for municipalities, said 
Wilsoa who has about 15 contrac- 
tors throughout the country aid says 
he won't retail the machine for fear 
of tamishing its image. 

A tennis court should be resur- 
faced every four to six years, de- 
pending on the location and wear 
and tear it endures, Wilson said, but 
most courts go much longer without 
getting a facelift. 

The Sport-Koter, which is also 
contracted out for parking lot sur- 
facing, is going abroad. National 
sales manager Jay Wilson said he 
will do a demonstration next week 
at the request of the British Lawn 
and Tennis Association. 

“There's probably a lot of ρεῦριε 
who don't like us,” Wilson said. 
“We're in the process of antiquating 
an entire industry."

Kupat Holim signed with its doctors 
last November only to have it ve- 
toed by the Treasury. [τ would also 
be in effect for only nine months, 
rather than the 22 months set in the 
Kupat Holim agreement. 

The new accord will allow 15.000 
non-emergency operations and 
52.000 diagnostic procedures and 
treatments to be carried out during 
the late afternoons and evenings in 
the state and Kupat Holim hospi- 
tals. The payment varies according 
to the kind of procedure and the 
type of physician, and costs will be 
borne equally by the government 
and members of the various health 
funds, whose dues will be raised. 

The two ministries and the Hista- 
drut managed to agree on the form 
of the second shift and the level of 
compensation. But the doctors were 
demanding that 7.5 per cent of their 
extra pay be deposited in their pen-

The issue was brought at 7 a.m. to 
the ministerial committee on the 
hospital crisis, chaired by Shamir 
and comprising Vice Premier Shi- 
mon Peres, Nissim end Arbeli-i- 
moslino.

The Saudis have signed a deal 
with France for 12 Exocet-armed 
Super Dauphin helicopters and sev- 
eral light patrol boats.

They have yet to take delivery of 
all 72 Tomados. 30 Hawk jet train- 
ers and 30 Pilatus PC-9 propeller 
trainers bought in their first Torna- 
do deul with Britain, valued at £5b.
